By Mr. Galvin of Canton, for the committee on Rules and the com-
mittees on Rules of the two branches, acting concurrently, that Joint
Rule 12 be suspended on the petition of Benjamin Swan and others for
legislation to designate the Hampden County Superior Court as the
Roderick L. Ireland courthouse. Under suspension of the rules, on
motion of Mr. Tucker of Salem, the report was considered forthwith.
Joint Rule 12 was suspended; and the petition (accompanied by bill)
was referred to the committee on the Judiciary. Sent to the Senate for
concurrence.

By Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling, that the following Senate bills be scheduled for considera-
tion by the House:
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Authorizing the town of Bourne to grant an easement over a certain
parcel of land (Senate, No. 33) [Local Approval Received];

Further regulating the Community Events Fund in the town of
Wareham (Senate, No. 1099) [Local Approval Received]; and

Authorizing the amendment of the charter of the town of Randolph
(Senate, No. 1942) [Local Approval Received];

Under suspension of Rule 7A, in each instance, on motion of
Mr. Tucker of Salem, the bills severally were read a second time
forthwith; and they were ordered to a third reading.

By Mr. Kaufman of Lexington, for the committee on Revenue, on a
petition, a Bill to promote sales tax fairness for main street retailers
(House, No. 2569). Read; and referred, under Joint Rule 29, to the
committees on Rules of the two branches, acting concurrently.

By Mr. Kaufman of Lexington, for the committee on Revenue, on a
petition, a Bill relative to motor vehicle excise taxes (House, No. 2484).

By the same member, for the same committee, on Senate, Nos. 1546
and 1565 and House, No. 2548, a Bill to clarify the net-worth measure of
the corporate excise (House, No. 3639).

Severally read; and referred, under Rule 33, to the committee on
Ways and Means.

By Mr. Kaufman of Lexington, for the committee on Revenue, on a
petition, a Bill to provide volunteer firefighters with a local option real
estate tax exemption (House, No. 2583). Read; and referred, under
Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy and Scheduling.
